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The Calf Vaccination 


Project in New York 


By Dr. ASA WINTER, U. S. B. A. I. 


The following paper was presented by Dr. Winter at Farm 
Week, Cornell University, Feb. 11, 1942. 





HE control of Brucellosis constitutes a problem of 
T vital importance to everyone. You, as breeders, and 

producers of milk, should consider not alone the 
economic manifestations of this disease in charting your 
control program, but must also recognize the widespread 
nature of the condition, both in domestic animals and in 
man. 

Also, in the field of Bang’s control, the breeder is 
today confronted with more than the elimination of 
disease from ‘his herd. We remain fully conscious of 
this continuing importance, but the economic condition 
of our States and the World demands that the ravages 
of this malady be curbed without undue loss to breeding 
lines or production. This has been a growing feeling 
among our breeders for some time, and our disease con- 
trol officials have sensed the unrest, but today this con- 
trol without sacrifice is a national demand. 

It is indeed a fortunate condition when a timely de- 
mand for support in any emergency can be met by a 
well organized and adequate procedure. The mental pic- 
ture which has been forced upon us during the recent 
past in world affairs impresses one with the importance 


of this prepared support when and where urgency de- 
mands. 


Calfhood vaccination, coupled with the agglutination 
blood test of the herd, and bolstered by our knowledge 
of the nature of Bang’s disease, provides a control over 
this one limiting factor of production and reproduction 
which will answer very adequately a method which is 
both efficient and economical. 

The necessity for modification or elimination of many 
earlier control measures because of weaknesses or detri- 
mental influences which rendered them unreliable or un- 
safe for general use would dictate, however, that we 
continue to adhere carefully to those other known meth- 
ods which have previously proved to constitute, within 
their fixed limitations, a sound policy of disease control. 

A year ago, when calfhood vaccination was discussed 
before this group, it was considered as an incomplete 
field experiment which was then entering the sixth year 
in 24 states, with a group of 24 cooperating herds in this 
state out of a total of 260 such herds in the nation. Now, 
at the end of this sixth year, the Federal experiment has 
been concluded and calfhood vaccination has been ac- 
cepted and officially recognized in 39 states as a work- 
able supplement to our general Bang’s control program. 

To better appreciate the true policy of a control pro- 
sram embodying calfhood vaccination, it might be well 
to restate that the principle underlying this plan is to 
live with the herd infection present until the buildup 
from heifers vaccinated as calves will permit gradual re- 
Placefient of the older diseased individuals without 
Sacrifices of herd blood lines, or the economic loss sus- 
tained through compulsory removal of blood reactors 
under an elimination plan. 

The results of the experiment indicate that good herd 


management and fairly rapid removal of blood reactors, 
as vaccinated replacements become available, will im- 
prove the efficiency of a vaccination program, even 
though this practice may not be so essential as under 
control methods not including vaccination. The breeder 
who will benefit the most will not limit his efforts to vac- 
cination alone. 


Through the repeated use of the blood test and the 
careful interpretation of the results, much constructive 
value will be realized in this as well as in any other con- 
trol program. No breeder can intelligently enter into 
any control scheme without the benefit of a blood pic- 
ture of his herd. The carefully analyzed result of this 
test on each individual of the herd reflects a certain 
significance on the future success of your program. Your 
test chart is more than cold figures, crosses, and dashes 
—it becomes alive when combined with herd history and 
studied by the breeder and his veterinarian. Certain dis- 
crepancies may appear, but a continued use and study of 
the agglutination test in your herd will establish im- 
proved confidence in this important diagnostic method. 

Because of the publicity given the Federal Field ex- 
periment, it is assumed that most of us are familiar with 
the procedure followed. A very brief review of some of 
the more pertinent points in connection with the program 
might, however, be opportune at this time, before enter- 
ing into further discussion of the results. 

As with all field trials of this nature, extensive con- 
trolled experiments had previously been conducted at 
the federal experiment station. The group of cooperat- 
ing experimental herds chosen in this state represented 
an average herd infection of approximately 27 per cent, 
with extremes of 15 to 47 per cent. A cattle population 
of 1,310 animals, or about 52 per herd were involved at 
the start of the work. A total of 204 abortions, or about 
8 per herd average, were reported by the owners as hav- 
ing occurred during the previous year. A fairly con- 
sistent abortion rate prevailed during the forepart of the 
experiment, or until all un-vaccinated animals had been 
exposed in the milking line, since which time a steady 
decline has been evident. The past year revealed a total 
of 24 abortions in the unvaccinated portion of these 
herds which now represent about 30 per cent of the total 
herd populations. 


No general elimination of positive reactors was fol- 
lowed, removal being made gradually as would be done 
by any good dairyman under such a plan of control. The 
repeated blood tests made of these herds during this time 
was a constant guide to aid in making these dispositions. 

At the present time, 42 positive unvaccinated ani- 
mals are being carried in these herds, about 10 per cent 
of that portion of the herds. 35 of the animals classi- 
fied as positive on the initial tests, six years ago, remain 
in the herds today. Of this number, 23, or 65 per cent 
are now negative to the agglutination test. A year ago, 
at the close of the fifth year of the experiment, our re- 
port indicated that 50 per cent of the then remaining 
positives had become negative to the blood test. How- 
ever, of the positives that were removed from the herds 
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during the earlier years of the work, only about 14 per 
cent had as yet returned to normal. 

These figures would indicate that an increased num- 
ber of naturally infected individuals do return to nega- 
tive titres if given sufficient time, but would also sub- 
stantiate the assumption that a considerable period of 
time is required for any great per cent of such re- 
coveries. 

Calves totaling 1,315 individuals have been vacci- 
nated at the preferred age of four to eight months. In- 
cluded in this group were several young bulls which 
owners were raising for herd use. These calves were all 
vaccinated with a single injection of Strain 19 vaccine 
which was produced at the Government experiment sta- 
tion. All commercial biological houses are now produc- 
ing this type of vaccine from a seed stock culture which 
is supplied periodically from the Government laboratory. 
Also a very careful supervision is maintained over its 
manufacture and distribution, and each batch produced 
is checked for purity and potency before it can be offerd 
to the public. Rigid regulations have been prescribed 
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for the further handling and preservation of this very 
sensitive product, so the breeder is assured of the quality 
of the product whether he may be following a private or 
official plan of control. 

Variable periods of time have been required for vac- 
cinated calves to return to normal blood titres following 
the high reaction which resulted from the injection of 
the vaccine. From the work done in this state, it seems 
safe to conclude that at least 80 per cent of calves vac- 
cinated in infected herds will have returned to normal 
blood titres at the end of one year following the injec- 
tion. Of those still remaining positive at the end of 
this period, others will clear gradually, until at the 
termination of the first gestation period about 5 per cent 
will be carrying a reacting titre which has been con- 
sistent since the time of vaccination. 

In addition to this group of vaccinated animals which 
Cisplay a tendency to hold titres of over 1-50, is another 
group which also presents an undesirable characteristic. 
Those are the otherwise normal animals which have re-.

Incorrect Applications 
M. B. NICHOLS 


RRORS are found in approximately 24 out of every 
FE; 100 applications for registry received by the Hol- 

stein-Friesian Association of America, a recent 
survey shows. This makes it necessary to either re- 
turn them to the applicant or write for additional 
information. The table given below showing the 
applications received for the eight months’ period from 
May 1 to December 31, 1941, lists the errors by age 
classifications. It is interesting to note that as the age 
of the animals at time of making application increases, 
the discrepancies likewise tend to increase until 43.7% 
of the applications on animals over two years of age 
need corrections.

In order to get a picture of these inaccuracies, let us 


take some of the samples from the mail basket of Feb- 
ruary 16. 


Case No. 1: Here is an application from Arizona with 
everything in good order except that the color mark- 
ings are not sketched and photographs are not en- 
closed. 

Case No. 2: This one is from Illinois, and according to 
the color markings which are sketched, the animal 
would have one completely black leg. 


Case No. 3 : Photographs accompany an application from 
Kansas and black either encircles the hoof on all 
four feet or else it’s mud. 


Case No. 4: This member files an application for registry 
and indicates that the fee on a female is $1.50 (fee 
schedule for a females from 6-12 months of age), 
however, he encloses no funds and since the animal is 
already thirteen months of age, the rate will be dif- 
ferent than he has indicated. Likewise, the age of 
the animal, which determines the fee, will be figured 
as of the date that the remittance is made, rather 
than the date that the application is filed. 


Case No. 5: The photographs with this application fail 
to show whether the black, which extends far down 
on the left front leg, goes to the hoof on the inside. 

Case No. 6: This application shows the owner of the 
sire as being a different party than our records indi- 
cate and consequently it will be necessary for a 
transfer to be filed showing the change in the sire’s 
ownership before the above application can be com- 
pleted. 

Case No. 7: According to the service date and the date 
the calf was born, the gestation period would have 
been only 8 months and consequently the application 


will be returned and the applicant asked to verify 
the records. 

Case No. 8: The name of the dam on this application is 
listed as Belle Segis Walker Prilly 2183743. Here 
the name and registry number do not agree. Our 
records show that Belle Segis Walker Prilly is re- 
corded as No. 1857276 and that No. 2183743 is Belle 
Segis Walker Prescott and consequently the registry 
transaction cannot be completed until we know which 
is the correct dam. 

Case No. 9: Here is one that shows up frequently; the 
applicant for registry did not affix his signature to 
the paper. 

Case No. 10: On this one, the dam was bred on Septem- 
ber 15, 1940 and the resulting calf is shown as hav- 
ing been born on September 24, 1941. As a normal 
gestation period is a few days over nine months, and 
this one is more than twelve, it will be necessary to 
send it back for further rechecking. 

Case No. 11: When the applicant uses photographs in- 
stead of sketches, it is necessary that we be sup- 
plied with four prints—two of each side of the ani- 
mal. As this application has but one print of each 
side, this folder will be held until the applicant sup- 
plies us with the additional prints. 

Case No. 12: On this application we are supplied with 
the necessary four prints, however, they do not 
show the animal from the knees down consequently 
we must have different prints or sketches. 

Case No. 13: This one comes from California and it fails 
to list the date of service. 

Case No. 14: Here is an application for a calf that the 
applicant purchased only a few days after she was 
born. The party from whom he secured her had in 
turn purchased the dam from another party, how- 
ever, the dam was never transferred to him and to 
get all the necessary signatures, transfers and fees 
will take many letters and a great amount of time. 

Case No. 15: The application in this folder will be held 
up because of insufficient funds as the fee is fifty 
cents more than was enclosed. 

Case No 16: Here is an application for a calf born April 
19, 1940. We have another application for a calf 
from the same dam and the date of service which 
produced the latter animal is given as April 8, 1940, 
nine days before the first calf was born. 

Case No. 17: The sire of the calf listed on this applica- 
tion would have been only three months of age at 
the date of service. 

One of the common complaints which we hear is: 
‘‘Why are they so slow back there in Brattleboro?”. The 
above is largely the answer. If our breeders will keep 
their herd records up to date and recheck the applica- 
tions after they have them filled out, the errors can be 
practically eliminated. It will save the dairymen some 
precious hours, will save your Association a lot of money 
and will get your registration papers back to you iD 
record time.

“‘Winnie’’ was put to test recently 
at the age of 17 years, 2 months, 
16 days. Her lifetime record was 
made in 14 years on test. There is 
one year during the peak of her pro- 
duction, in which she was not on 
test. Her highest record is 24,999 
lbs milk, 744.4 lbs fat in 365 days. 
Her last record, made at 16 years, 
is 16,136 lbs milk with 475.2 lbs 
fat. During her lifetime she pro- 
duced twelve living calves, 6 heifers 
and 6 bulls. 

She has one daughter with a life- 
time production of 135,600 lbs milk 
and 4,326.3 lbs fat in 9 years.

First Quarter Report 


ACH week, Secretary Norton issues a summary sheet 
EF; on applications received, with comparable figures 
for the corresponding weeks of the previous year. 
Early periods showed a little less business than we had 
in the big weeks at the start of 1941. But 1942 has 
been gathering momentum as it went along, and now at 
the end of the first quarter all figures are nicely up, and 
gaining each week. The 13th period was up over 21% 
above the same week of 1941. 


Totals for 13 periods show 36,349 applications for 
registry, a gain of 901, or 2.54%. Transfers, which 
have been making a little better showing comparatively, 
now total 17,554 for the first quarter, a gain of 473, 
or 2.76%. New membership applications total 201, a 
gain of 22 or 12.29%. 


Excess of cash receipts over disbursements is over 
$3,000 better than at the same period of the good year 
of 1941, in spite of some increases in costs. This report 
should be very gratifying to members. 


State Fair Situation 


LTHOUGH early in March most of the State Fairs 
A expected to operate as usual this year, it now ap- 

pears that at least a half dozen of them may be 
forced out of the picture for 1942 or ‘‘the duration.” 
News dispatches received within the past ten days indi- 
cate that the Army is taking over the fair grounds facili- 
ties at New York, Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Missouri and 
California. Iowa was definitely reported out in January; 
in again in March. In any case, the Army’s needs are 
paramount, and there will be no arguments or fault-find- 


ing if their cancellations means direct aid to the war 
effort. 


It is a rather serious thing for livestock interests, 
however, and every effort should be made to carry through 
if it can be done. In Canada, even though the Army 
makes year-round use of the Toronto fair grounds, they 
have found it possible to make a few adjustments and 
go ahead with the great Canadian Nation] Exhibition. 
These fairs all come at a season when temporary hous- 
ing is not too serious a matter to provide, and we feel 
that the fair authorities and the Army should carefully 
canvass all possibilities. 


Secretary of Agriculture Claude R. Wickard wired 
the fair managers at their meeting in Chicago March 5: 
“Fairs and expositions can, I am sure, be a powerful 
force in carrying to the general public the facts and 
needs of America’s war effort.”’ 


The National Dairy Show and Mid-South Fair at 
Memphis are making all plans to carry on. The Dairy 
Cattle Congress at Waterloo, Iowa, and the Eastern 
States Exposition at Springfield, Mass., likewise. Ke2- 
tucky celebrating the State’s Sesqui-Centennial this year, 
is planning special effort. Wisconsin and Minnesota state 
fairs are going right a head with their plans—and we 
have heard no rumors of adverse developments at Mich- 
igan State Fair. We have had ho word as yet from 


‘“‘Daddy” Plummer in regard to the Pacific International. 
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Thus, while full circuits will be hardly possible, most of 
the leading show herds (except West Coast) should be 
able to find some activity within reasonably convenient 
distance. 

The situation poses some problems in regard to 1942 
All-American selections. It appears now that enough 
of the important state, regional and national shows will 
operate so that representative competition will be avail- 
able. 


For the states whose own state fairs have been can- 
celled, we are very willing and anxious to make any 
change in the present set-up that will best meet the 
situation. Perhaps some states will meet it by organiz- 
ing a state Black and White Show. Others may prefer 
to designate their leading county fair as a battle ground 
for their whole state. We will be governed here largely 
by the recommendations of the state association in each 
state concerned. It’s something to be thinking about, 
seriously. 





T. B. Macaulay 


R. T. B. Macaulay, 81, passed away April 3 at his 

Mount Victoria Farm, Hudson Heights, Quebec. 
He had been retired from active work for a num- 
ber of years and 
had been in ill 
health for some 
time with a heart 
ailment. His inter- 
est in the activities 
of the farm and 
herd was main- 
tained to the end. 
During his many 
years with the Sun 
Life Assurance Co. 
of Canada, of which 
he was_ president 
for twenty years, 
he was one of the 
most important fig- 
ures in Canadian 
business circles, 
and was recognized 
in the United States 
as a leader in the 
field of insurance 
and finance. 

A deep student of breeding, he contributed much to 
Canadian agriculture through his corn breeding experi- 
ments. He developed strains that, by heavier yields 
that matured more rapidly to fit their short growing 
season, have revolutionized corn growing in that north- 
ern climate. 

In founding the Mount Victoria herd, he set out 
with the ideal of breeding a strain in which the charac- 
ter of 4% milk, with large production would be fixed 
through in-breeding and line breeding. The fortunate 
choice of Johanna Rag Apple Pabst, for whom he paid 
$15,000 in 1926, enabled him to accomplish this ideal 
perhaps more nearly than any other breeder has been 
able to do in our breed. Type also was not neglected 
and few breeders have duplicated his achievements in 
the field of the show ring. The popularity of Mount 
Victoria breeding was never at a higher level than that 
at which it stands today. 


Mr. Macaulay is survived by his widow, two sons 
and three daughters. His son, Douglas, has been asso- 
ciated with his father’s business affairs for several years, 
and more directly with the farm in recent years. Plans 
for the herd have not been announced at this writing.

We salute the fine sportsmanship of Owner E. E. Rieck 
in selling them all without reserve, and with no sorting 
out or private picking. We think the Holstein public 
will show their appreciation of that on April 20 and 21. 


The Market 


HE Holstein auction market is returning a very good 
account of itself to date in 1942. This is strikingly 
shown by the summary of the sales of the first 
quarter of the year, as compared with first quarter sales 
of 1941. Perhaps we have not fully appreciated the im- 
provement in the market that has taken place. 


In the first quarter of 1941, we had reports of 24 
auction sales. Of these, eight were held in New York, 
three in Wisconsin, and one each in Missouri, Kansas 
and Iowa. A total of 1,387 head brought $268,198.00, an 
average of $193.36. Only two of the fourteen sales made 
the $200 mark for general average, and top individual 
price was $975. Four of the sales had tops over $500. 

Here are the preliminary figures for 1942, first 
quarter, so far as we have them. In 23 sales, held in 
eight states, 1,310 head have been sold for $254,549.50. 
This is a general average of $194.31, up over 25%, with 
an increase of nearly one-third in volume of animals 
sold. High individual price is the young Mount Victoria 
calf sold at Waukesha for $2,150. April will make much 
additional interesting history. 


The April schedule is heavy. A lot of animals are 
being offered. A considerable number of herds are be- 
ing dispersed. These dispersals in several instances 
reflect government purchase of farms for war purposes. 
In other instances, labor shortages are the compelling 
reasons, in addition to the normal changes that take 
place in herd ownership. 


It seems, however, that for every owner retiring from 
the business there are two new ones coming into the 
market. And for every owner who finds it necessary 
to reduce numbers, there are several who want to in- 
crease their numbers. This seems to apply equally to 
cows ready for immediate production and bred heifers 
for next fall and winter. We have no doubts accordingly 
about the ability of the market to absorb satisfactorily 
the offerings of the spring months. 


In some sections there has been just a bit of uncer- 
tainty as to the milk market outlook. The response of 
dairymen to the call for increased production in the 
war effort has been very gratifying. Facilities for 
handling the milk in the desired manufacturing lines 
have been flooded in some sections and products des- 
tined for shipment to England have piled up due to lack 
of available shipping. Butter stocks in storage have 
reached record highs, and this has caused some ner- 


vousness in the trade as to its possible effect on milk 
prices. 


Developments of the past few weeks, however, dem- 
onstrate that the Government is alert to the situation, 
and realizes that adequate price support is essential to 
maintaining the high production for which they have 
asked in the Production for Freedom program. Secre- 
tary Wickard has issued instructions to government 
buying agencies to raise their bid prices about two cents

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a pound, which will virtually peg prices at that level 
during the coming flush months. 

In the New York Market supplies have been backing 
up a little on the market, and some dairy groups were 
threatened with loss of markets due to lack of manu- 
facturing facilities. The Government is working this 
out by direct lease of unused facilities upstate, accord- 
ing to press announcments early in April. We think it 
safe to conclude that the Government will definitely 
support dairy price levels. Extra food stocks are no 
longer regarded as ‘“‘surpluses.’’ They are the premiums 
—prepaid—on an insurance policy for Victory. 

We want no boom in Holstein prices like we had 25 
years ago. The aftermath is too painful. Prices today, 
even though up 25% from last year, are still conserva- 
tive, on the average, based on actual earning capacity in 
production. The future of the Holstein industry is 
bright because it is soundly based on the production of 
food and seed stock that will be in world-wide demand 
long after the war is brought to a successful conclusion.

HEY really hold big auctions in South Africa. The 

I February issue of the South African Friesland Jour- 
nal carries an announcement of the Annual February 
Sale of John Roderick & Co., Ltd., auctioneers. The of- 
fering is stated to consist of 75 bulls and 775 cows and 
heifers, to be sold February 24; and 550 rams to be 
sold February 25.

Incorrect Applications 

HEN the Secretary’s office reported recently that 
W cearty one out of every four applications submitted 

by breeders was incorrect when received, we were 
quite concerned. First, because of the immense amount 
of extra and unnecessary work involved for the office, 
and, second, for fear this condition might cause a lack 
of confidence by the public in the final accuracy of the 
certificates when issued. We knew, of course, that mis- 
takes, in most cases involved nothing fundamental, just 
a bit of carelessness in copying a date or in tracing a 
marking, or in getting the right signature in the right 
place. 

So we asked Mr. Nichols, of the main office, to pre- 
pare an article analyzing these errors. We feel it will 
be helpful to breeders to have this information. Per- 
haps it will promote a little more care in avoiding the 
most common mistakes. 

The answer to the problem lies with the breeders. 
They will find it helpful to keep and use a properly got- 
ten up herd register, which will give them all the in- 
formation they need to fill out applications for regis- 
try, and where it will be conveniently available for ref- 
erence. A herd register will not serve this purpose, 
however, unless the data on breeding dates, etc., is prop- 
erly entered at the time. 

Then, finally, a little more care is needed in filling 
out the applications, to make sure that everything is 
complete. They may look a little confusing and formid- 
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able to the novice, but they are really not So hard to 
understand if a little thought is given. There is a sound 
reason for every bit of information asked for, and it wil] 
save further correspondence if you make sure that it all 
appears properly in your original application. 

When fee changes are made it always means much 
extra trouble, because the blanks you have on hand may 
have been issued before the changes were made, and 
hence carry a different schedule than is currently in 
effect. Application blanks are furnished free upon re- 
quest to the Secretary, and if your blanks were dated 
earlier than June 1939, it is advisable to send for new 
ones. No changes for registry fee schedules ‘hhave been 
made since the 1939 convention.

Passing of Oswego River Stock Farms 


known herds and one of the 

oldest established Holstein 
preeding institutions in the U. S. 
will pass out of existence April 238, 
when the Oswego River Stock Farms 
herd goes under the hammer. The 
War Department has purchased a 
large tract of land along the Oswego 
River, near Phoenix, N. Y., for mili- 
tary purposes, and this historic 400- 
acre property is included. Possess- 
ion is required in short notice. The 
Pendergast brothers are well known 
figures in New York State livestock 
circles. Not only have they bred 
Holsteins since before the turn of 
the century, but they have also been 
prominent breeders of jacks and 
mules, saddle horses and ponies. 
Steve, oldest of the brothers, has 
long been superintendent of horses 
at New York State Fair, and has a 
wide acquaintance among horsemen, 
as well as Holstein breeders. He has 
usually served as a delegate to the 
National Holstein conventions. 


The Pendergasts' believed in 
proved sires long before there was 
general talk about them. Their first 
herd sire, Gold Leaf Mercedes Piet- 
ertje, a grandson of Pietertje 2d, 
herself, was about 6 years old when 
purchased, and they have been alert 
to buy or lease desirably proved 
bulls ever since, as will appear later 
in this story. Their first purebred 
female was Forum’s Yosetine 18371, 
whose dam, Yosetine, was imported 
from Holland. She left them four 
daughters, and a trait of longevity 
that has carried on. 


The next sire, Netherland State- 
man’s Prince 2d 27781, left some 
fine daughters, several from old For- 
um’s Yosetine. The name, Papoose, 
was used on these daughters, and 
the modern representatives of that 
hame trace directly to these Pender- 
gast cows. The story is interesting. 
In 1916, Dr. Fred Evans, of Sioux 
Falls, S. D., commissioned Steve 
Pendergast to buy him 150 grade 
Holstein heifers in New York State, 
and also bought ten registered Hol- 
stein bulls. One of these, named 
Oswego River Papoose, out of Mer- 
cedes Papoose, one of their original 
female family and by Sir Henger- 
veld Burke De Kol, a bull they 
bought of Stevens Brothers, finally 
found his way into a purebred herd 
in Iowa, and sired the cow named 
Lady Papoose. She was one of the 
Hargrove & Arnold foundation. One 
of her daughters, Miss Papoose 
Piebe, by King Pietertje Ormsby 
Piebe, was All-American 2-year-old 
in 1926. Another daughter, Piet- 
ertje Papoose Piebe, also by KPOP, 
made 880 lbs fat, and is the dam of 
the famed All-Time All-American, 
Triune Papoose Piebe. Other sires

used included King Pontiac Butter 
Boy, a grandson of Hengerveld De 
Kol; King Segis 11th, a son of King 
Segis and Blanche Lyons Netherland, 


one of the greatest of the Moyerdale 
cows,

Lyons Joh were other Moyer-bred 
sires of note. Lyons Segis Echo 
Posch 312251 was purchased in Can- 
ada as an old bull, bringing in a 
May Echo Sylvia-King Segis cross, 
to use on the daughters of King 
Segis 11th. Then, when the KPOP 
combination with original Oswego 
River Papoose strains began to make 
history, they went to Wisconsin and 
purchased King Pietertje Ormsby 
Piebe 5th, then an old bull. It was 
a fortunate selection, and ten of his 
daughters are still in the herd. One 
daughter he sired during this period 
is the famed grand champion and 
1000-lb cow, Bess Pontiac Piebe 
(better known as Black Bess). 


Another mature sire purchased 
was R M F Ormsby Veeman De Kol, 
great proved sire in the John How- 
ard herd. From Prof. Earl Lovell, 
Marathon, N. Y., was purchased the 
5-year-old Lovell Governor Aaggie 
Prilly 665108, a son of Pabst Prilly 
American Beauty (sire of Dunloggin 
Elenora) out of a daughter of Gov- 
ernor Fobes Ormsby Aaggie. There 
are now 40 of his daughters in the 
herd. 


In 1938 they leased from Cornell 
University the bull, Winterthur 
Bess Ormsby (the old Frank Decker 
herd sire). At Cornell he sired 
many great ones including the 
world’s champion and All-American 
star, Cornell Ormsby Esteem. As a 
junior 4-year-old, she made 1,005 
lbs fat in 10 months, holding the 
U. S. record over all ages for this 
division. 


There are now 22 daughters of 
Winterthur Bess Ormsby in the Os- 
wego River herd and seven sons. 
Two sons have been used on heifers 
during the past year. 


Being progressive breeders, the 
Pendergasts early went into Bang’s 
control work, and presently had a 
certified herd. But a serious break 
followed and in 1936 the herd was 
one of those enrolled in the Federal 
Bang’s vaccination experiment. 
Strain 19 vaccination has been prac- 
ticed here under careful Federal 
Supervision since 1936. On the 
final test, December 20, to close the 
experiment, 98 head were included. 
Of these, 75 had come through the 
vaccination program. Every animal 
was negative. In fact, except for 
calves recently vaccinated, every- 
thing in the herd has passed at least 
two negative tests. Whether they 
are entitled to status as an officially 
Approved-Vaccinated herd under the 
New York plan, is still to be deter- 
mined. This sale will provide an 
unusual opportunity for breeders 
seeking vaccinated animals. It is 
the first herd to be sold at auction 
under these health conditions, and 
the results will be closely observed. 
As this sale came up on short notice, 
the animals have had no extensive 
fitting and will perhaps sell at some 
disadvantage on that account. 


The passing of this landmark will 
be sincerely regretted.

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Minnesota's 42d Annual Meeting 


By ROBERT GEIGER 


The 42d Annual Meeting of the 
Minnesota Holstein Breeders Asso- 
ciation was held at St. Peter, Minn., 
on March 19 with 215 breeders from 
23 counties in attendance. The Nic- 
ollet County Holstein Club and the 
St. Peter association were hosts and 
did a splendid job in supplying a 
place to hold the meeting and ban- 
quet, and in giving the event state- 
wide publicity. 

The day’s program started at 10 
a. m. with State President W. 8S. 
Moscrip as chairman. The secretary 
and treasurer’s report showed a bal- 
ance of $3,777.29 on hand, with 
office equipment valued at $160, 
bringing the total assets of the as- 
sociation to $3,937.29. For the year 
1941, income exceeded expenses in 
the amount of $177.39. Cash expen- 
ditures during the year for direct 
Holstein breed promotion work in- 
cluded $100 for the county exten- 
sion contest: $92 for World subscrip- 
tions to vocational agriculture de- 
partments in high schools and for 
county agents; $117 for eight Black 
& White Shows; $10 for special 
prizes; $172 to Minnesota classes at 
the Minnesota State Fair. 

At 11 a. m. the county contest re- 
ports were given by the following 
officers from 13 counties: Freeborn 
County, Carl Steele, Conger, Presi- 
dent; Steele County, Stanley Newhall 
Owatonna, Secretary; Nicollet Coun- 
ty, Harvey Slatum, St. Peter, Secre- 
tary; Sibley County, Fred Sprengel- 
er, Green Isle, Secretary; McLeod 
County, Herb Filk, Biscay, Secre- 
tary; Carver County, Gus Kratzke, 
Cologne, President; Dodge County, 
Albert Nielsen, Hayfield, President; 
Martin County, A. L. Kiester, Fair- 
mount, President; Blue Earth Coun- 
ty, L. L. Crosswell, Lake Crystal, 
Secretary; Watonwan County, O. M. 
Sletta, Madelia, Secretary; Meeker 
County, Ralph Wayne, County Agent, 
Litchfield; Olmstead County, Harold 
Caulfield, Byron, President; and 
Northfield Club, Nels Parsons, North- 
field. 


Extension Dairyman Raymer 
Leighton, of the University Farm, St. 
Paul, gave an address on ‘“Produc- 
tion Testing and the National Food 
Program.’”’ He stated that breeders 
should consider testing a privilege 
instead of a right. He commended 
the breeders on the emphasis being 
laid on DHIA and Herd Test work, 
as well as AR testing. Also on life- 
time testing. He illustrated with 
charts some of the important factors 
in profitable production. 

Afternoon Program 

Verl Koecher, president of the 
Nicollet County Holstein Club, open- 
ed the afternoon meeting with a 
short talk and then introduced L. O. 
Anthony, St. Peter, President of the 
St. Peter Association, who welcomed 
the Holstein breeders to the conven- 
tion. State President Moscrip was 
then presented and in his introduc- 
tory remarks briefly summarized the 
many and varied problems now con- 
fronting the dairyman. He also dis- 
cussed the so-called Schmidt Bill 
and the proposed Walters Bill now 


before congress, and urged the breed- 
ers to get support for these by writ- 
ing personal letters to their con- 
gressmen. 

Dr. W. L. Boyd, chief of the Vet- 
erinary Division of the University of 
Minnesota, then gave a slide illu- 
strated address on “Calfhood Vacci- 
nation for Bang’s Control.’’ Some of 
the highlights in his discussion were 
that after a cow aborts, the organ- 
isms usually move to the udder, from 
which the disease may spread. Often- 
times, however, it is found in en- 
larged knees or other places in the 
body. Bang’s disease is also found 
in horses, swine, goats and dogs, and 
they can be the disease spreaders. 
He explained the character of Strain 
19 that is used in vaccinating and 
stated that the latest recommenda- 
tion is to use it only on calves, ex- 
cept in cases of very severe herd in- 
fection. 

Glen M. Householder, Extension 
Director, gave a very enthusiastic 
address on “Holsteins and_ their 
Place in our War Program.” He 
stated that over one million dollars 
worth of purebred Holsteins were 
sold in public auctions in 1941, ex- 
clusive of the thousands sold in 
farm sales. He also gave a brief 
history of production records of 1941 
and stated that Holstein breeders 
should be proud of the fact that 
they belong to the largest dairy cat- 
tle breed in the world. He gave a 
bright picture of the future of our 
breed, and urged Holstein breeders 
to continue a severe improvement 
program and sell the idea of pure- 
breds. Under war conditions, he 
urged breeders to keep production 
at a maximum but to hold to a min- 
imum the overhead costs and invest- 
ments in buildings and equipment. 
He stressed, very emphatically, the 
strong position now held by Holsteins 
because of their ability to produce 
the largest amounts of the dairy 
foods necessary to help us win the 
world war we are now involved in. 


Following the speaking program a 
report of the Resolutions Committee 
was made by Chairman Carl Steele 
of Conger. Favorable action was 
taken on the following matters: 
farm machinery priorities; farm 
labor situation: oleomargarine legis- 
lation: elimination of needless gov- 
ernment bureaus and agencies: meat 
importation and its relation to cat- 
tle disease control. The delegates 
also recommended the reapnointment 
of Dr. W. L. Boyd to the State Live- 
stock Sanitary Board. Unanimous ac- 
tion was also taken on resolution 
presented bv both the Northfield 
Community Holstein Club and the 
Steele County Holstein Club, recom- 
mended the re-election of A. J. Lash- 
brook of Northfield, as a director of 
the Holstein-Association of America, 
and to supvort W. S. Moscrip as pres- 
ident of the Holstein-Friesian Asso- 
ciation of American for 1942. 

The report of the Nominating 
Committee was then given by Carl 
Steele and the following directors 
were elected for a 3-year term: John 
writes Loring C. Barr, Cornell, Il. 
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Hartle, Owatonna; Dr. Christopher 
Graham, Rochester; B. J. Knauss, 
Waseca; D. F. Bull (Highpath Farm) 
Minneapolis; and Roy F. Crowley 
(Tilney Farms, St. James. 

An invitation was extended by Ed 
W. Ulrich, Biscay, on behalf of the 
McLeod County Holstein Club, to 
hold next year’s meeting in that 
county and action was taken to hold 
it at Hutchinson. The meeting wags 
then duly adjourned. 


Moscrip Re-Elected President 

At a director’s meeting, following 
the day’s program, the following 
state association officers were elect- 
ed: President, W. S. Moscrip, Lake 
Elmo; Vice President, H. G. Miller, 
Northfield; Secretary-Treasurer 
Robert Geiger, Minneapolis. 

Banquet and Program 

235 attended the evening banquet 
and program, with President Moscrip 
acting as Master of Ceremonies, 
Group singing was led by Mrs. A. 
M. Bolstad of St. Peter, who also 
gave several excellent vocal sols. 
Following the introduction of some 
15 guests, the County Extension Con- 
test awards were made by Chairman 
A. J. Lashbrook, of Northfield. The 
winning county was Carver with 23,- 
680 points. The next four counties 
with total points were: 2d, Steele, 
19,050; 3d, Northfield Club, 18,705; 
4th, Freeborn, 18,280; and Olm- 
stead, 13,915.

Incidentally, it does not 
move the curse of the stockyard bull 
by placing in the hands of the folks 
who need it most the kind of seed 
stock that will do them most good.

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Orson Smith 


Orson D. Smith, one of New York’s 
most up-and-coming young breeders, 
is dispersing his accredited and cer- 
tiied herd at Fayetteville, near 
Syracuse, Monday, April 27. Orson 
took over the herd of his father, 
Harry L. Smith, upon his gradua- 
tion from Cornell in 1938, and has 
been a wide-awake breeder since that 
date, with an impressive list of 
achievements all ready on his list. 


He knows cows as only a few ex- 
pert breeders know them, a fact 
amply demonstrated by the herd 
which he has assembled from the 
criginal 26-cow herd he took over 4 
years ago, plus purchases made at 
Earlville sales and neighboring 
herds. “Smitty” bought his good 
cows where he found them, culled 
closely among the originals, came 
out last year with a herd average of 
575 lbs fat and over 16,000 lbs milk 
on 18 cows, 7 of them first-calf 
heifers. His) friends have worried 
about the length of his work days. . 
He milked three times a day, took 
care of 50 head, and found time to 
take a very successful show herd out 
last fall to Syracuse and Eastern 
States, as well as acting as leadsman 
for Austin Backus at most of his 
Earlville Sales — all this with a 
minimum of help at home. It is the 
impossible help situation there now 
that has persuaded him to sell the 
herd. 


I was impressed particularly by 
two things, the high average of ex- 
cellent type and production of the 
herd under what I can describe only 
as adverse conditions. The barns are 
old and built to accommodate perhaps 
30 head at the most. Smitty com- 
mented on the McLaury Bros. adver- 
tisement in the March 28 issue of the 
World which proclaimed, ‘‘We can’t 
hang ’em on hooks!” He has come as 
hear to stowing them away in that 
manner as anyone could. He has 50 
head there, jammed into every avail- 
able nook and cranny. Six or eeven 
are bunked in a renovated hog house. 
One old 148,000-lb matron has a 
section of a partially emptied hay 
mow. Two others live in an empty 
hay mow. Baby calves are tied to 
the wall in the alley behind the milk- 
ing string. 


The milking herd is handled in 
old wooden stanchions. There is no 
running water—they have to go out 
into a muddy yard and get it out 
of a tank every day. They do get a 
£00d balanced ration to eat, they 
are groomed most every day, and 


they are most all milked three Limes 
a day, 


When Smitty gets an idea he most 
always does something about it right 
away. He decided to sell the herd 
on April 2d. We took the pictures 
the next day. He had previously 
planned to take a show herd to the 
Minois State Fair and then back for 
the strongest eastern circuit he could 
map out. He had his show herd 
Pretty well singled out and they are 
8 really creditable line-up, though 
they are still very much in their 
Working clothes.

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He told me that in the past two years 
he has bought and paid for $4,500 
worth of cows, a new tractor, milk- 
ing machines and operating ex- 
peses, all out of income from the 
herd. It takes good cows to do that. 
He sold two cows and a baby bull 
calf from one of them in the Decem- 
ber Earlville Sale, one for $650 to 
Cornell, her bull calf for $225, and 
another for $505. It takes good 
cows, and good-looking cows as well, 
to do that. 


That is the kind he is selling. It 
is too bad the herd has to be dis- 
persed, but it does present breeders 
with a golden opportunity to obtain 
really worthy animals for both foun- 
dation and show purposes.

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The Calf Vaccination Project 
(Continued from page 18) 


lowing freshening and it was found that any changes in 
titre, both increases and decreases, were very well 
balanced. 

Unfortunately, it is not possible to determine in those 
cases of consistently high post-vaccination titres of adult 
vaccines, when under exposure, whether the cofidition re- 
sults solely from the injection of vaccine, or as a result 
of partial loss of immunity and a re-establishment of 
normal herd infection. Prudence would direct us to 
treat all such cases, as well as those of the recurring 
type, as infected individuals. 

The fact that recurring titre cases usually show this 
condition for somparatively short periods of time, i. e., 
from 30 days to six months, with a very few showing 
the increase over a longer period, would tend to show 
that the protective processes are functioning, but not 
sufficiently well to completely overcome the exposure. 
With this as a basis for our reasoning, we would assume 
then that the natural herd exposure to which such ani- 
mals are subjected should be a deciding factor in this 
picture. Further study of our record, as well as the very 
complete record being provided by Doctor Birch, of this 
veterinary college, through his well controlled experi- 
ment, confirms this idea. 

During the early part of our work, while the extreme 
herd infection was being maintained, it was noted that 
at any given time from 10 to 12 per cent of our adult 
vaccinated animals were displaying this recurring titre. 
As the work progressed and the herd infection became 
reduced, a proportionate decrease in our cases of recur- 
ring titres was evident, until now at the conclusion of 
the experiment, when the general herd infection is at its 
lowest point, (about 3 per cent of the total cattle popu- 
lation), the results for the year just closed show but 
about two per cent of such cases. This percentage was 
obtained from complete herd tests made during the sixty 
day period prior to January ist. This figure compares 
very closely with that which resulted from the 334 tests 
made of those individuals which completed gestations 
during the same year. 

These recurring surges in titre as a consequence of 
a poorly conferred or diminishing resistance, coupled 
with carry-over titres, give us the following combination 
blood picture on first calf freshenings in our experiment. 


During 1938, 13.4% of such animals revealed posi- 
tive or suspicious reactions following freshening. In 
1939, this percentage had dropped to a total of 9.1%; 
1940 showed 7.5% in this class, and 1941 declined to 
about 2% of such cases. 


It might logically be assumed that such results would 
be in the ascendancy with these same individuals, on sub- 
sequent freshenings, because the results obtained from 
controlled experiments, in which a constant maximum 
exposure is maintained, seem to confirm the idea that a 
diminishing resistance is the rule. However, under our 
plan of operation in which the general herd infection is 
consistently and proportionately reduced, the blood pic- 


ture has remained comparably favorable on subsequent 
freshenings. 


When analyzing the results of this field experiment 
and comparing it with other experimental studies which 
are aimed at determining more definitely the degree and 
duration of immunity which can be conferred, the facts 


governing each procedure should be carefully borne in 
mind. - 


A study of the results of this work in relation to the 
position these high titre vaccinates have assumed should 
tend to allay our fears as to their importance in any 
combination program—providing such animals are re- 
tained in the herds in which they originate. 


Working on the theory that such cases keep pace 
quite closely with associated herd infection, we feel the 
position in which they will likely predominate precludes 
the likelihood that such cases will constitute any great 
menace under a plan of control as discussed. Neither 
does the eventual disposition of such cases entail any 
considerable loss—if a gradual process of elimination 
and replacement is followed—the eventual number of 
such individuals being comparatively low. 


Under the plan as followed in the experiment, a 
fairly uniform abortion rate has prevailed in the vac- 
cinated units, with a slight decrease as the herd infec- 
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tion was reduced. A total abortion rate of approximately 
4 per cent was recorded during the early years of the 
experiment, with a general average of about 1 per cent 
of the total classified as Bang’s infected animals. Thege 
figures are based on records of 1,229 completed preg- 
nancies, of whieh 4@ (a six year average of 3.3%) have 
terminated abnormally. Twelve of this number (40) 
constitute the .97 of one per cent which gave evidence of 
Bang’s infection. 

As additional data from which we can draw to aid us 
in formulating our individual and official programs, ref- 
erence is again made to the 1,315 animals which have 
been vaccinated in this State under the Federal program. 
This represents substantially the cattle population of the 
herds involved at the beginning of this experiment. Dug 
to the natural dispositions which will be made over such 
a period of time, 415 of these animals have been re- 
moved from the herds. Included in this group are the 
vaccinated individuals in two herds which have been dis- 
persed. The last census of the remaining 23 herds shows 
a total of 1,281 animals now being carried—a slight in- 
crease in per herd population since the start of the work, 

The 900 remaining vaccinates constitute 70 per cent 
of the herd populations. An increasing demand for 
proved breeders and producers, with an official vaccina- 
tion record has stimulated dairy sales. With desirable 
members from the original herds still remaining, there 
has been a marked tendency to heed this market for vac- 
cinated heifers. 

The policy encouraged by the Government of retain- 
ing in the experimental herds originally positive animals, 
as long as economically possible, was a material factor 
in maintaining at least as much herd exposure as might 
be expected in the operation of any combination program 
based on the findings of this experiment. 

Vaccinated calves were kept as a part of the main 
herd in each instance and were allowed to intermingle 
freely with both vaccinated and non-vaccinated individ- 
uals. The results of this procedure, together with re- 
cently concluded experimental findings in this respect, 
have added to our belief that the question of herd trans- 
mission from properly vaccinated calves will constitute 
a factor of slight importance in our future field work. 

Eleven of the 23 herds which completed the experi- 
ment have given one or more negative tests, with the 
other still voluntarily retaining one or more unvacci- 
nated positives because of some considerable breeding or 
production value attached to those individuals. Recog- 
nized approval of this enviable status—under the new 
State plan—should be a simple matter for these several 
herds. 

In analyzing the record of this field experiment, the 
nature and purpose of the project and the types of herds 
involved should be well considered. Only heavily in- 
fected units participated, and it is felt that under our 
official programs the breeder will realize the greatest 
good from the supplementary use of vaccine in this type 
of herd. 


The results of the experiment, however, especially 
when studied in the light of those obtained during the 
latter part of the program, may throw some helpful hints 
in the path of the breeder who may consider employing 
vaccine in cleaner units. 


This continues to be a debatable question, but circum- 
stances might arise in which the owners of such herds 
would feel impelled to accept certain possible detrimental 
effects which might attend the use of vaccine—in order 
to provide those herds with the protective value which 
should result. 


Continued favorable results in these herds which 
have been under the experiment must be decided by time 
alone. Also of question are the results which may be 
expected in the future, should the vaccinated individuals 
be subsequently heavily exposed to Bang’s infection from 
outside sources. 


The results as given in this report are not expected 
to compare with those obtained under different experi- 
mental conditions, but are intended only to picture in an 
unbiased manner those which might be expected to fol- 
low in herds following comparable procedure. 


It is hoped, through a careful study of this record, 
with heed being given to the broader aspects of the dis- 
ease, that the average breeder may be able to make de- 
ductions that will be of aid in solving his individual 
Bang’s problem.

The Iowa Quality Spring Sale, 
March 19, sponsored by the lowa 
Holstein Breeders’ Association, 
proved to be a successful event, as 
shown by the summary above. No 
extremely high prices were paid, but 
there was a very healthy demand 
throughout. An unusually large 
proportion of select young animals 
was included as a service to 4-H club 
members. The differences in the 
figures here reported, from those 
given in our preliminary wire re- 
port last time, are accounted for in 
the method of computing ‘“‘half-num- 
per’ calves. Our standard practice 
in reporting sales has long been to 
include calves under three months 
old with their dams. There were a 
number four and five months old 
that were figured as “half numbers”’ 
in the report from Secretary Wright 
which we had to figure as separate 
entries in order to make the report 
comparable to the others. 

The sale carried an unusual num- 
ber of heifer calves, selected par- 
ticularly for the convenience of 4-H 
club members, and they were well 
received. There were 19 heifer 
calves above three months old and 
they averaged $105.55. Nearly all 
were from HIR or CTA dams. 

Cows were a select lot also, a large 
proportion having Herd Test of CTA 
records, or record dams. They made 
an average of $237.97 for 32 cows, 
with seven ‘“‘half numbers’’ included. 
Bulls were a representative lot, 13 
making an average of $222.70. A 
yearling bull from Iowa State Re- 
formatory, Ft. Madison, topped the 
sale at $335. He was sired by Sir 
Ormsby Fobes Dictator 4th, and 
from a 512-lb 2-year-old daughter of 
an 851-lb dam. In fact, the seven 
nearest dams average 820 Ibs fat. 
Lynn County Artificial Breeding As- 
sociation, Cedar Falls, Iowa, was the 
purchaser. An outstanding feature 
of the bull offering was the group of 
young sons of Montvic Pathfinder 
Rag Apple (son of Pathfinder from 

Bonheur’s” 1,047-lb full sister). 
They were all from CTA dams and 
the four bull calves brought $845, 
while their dams sold for $945. 
Second high price was $310 for a 
yearling consigned by E. M. Wright, 
Waterloo.

T is good to note the widespread Holstein interest if recent ad- 
vertising response serves as a criterion. From California to 
New England and from Minnesota to Texas there comes an 

ever increasing indication of the demand for our breed. 


In more or less degree, we have been able to supply some of these 
requirements and to those who were unable to obtain what they 
desired we can only say,—“Thank you for your interest and sorry 
we could not do more for you.” Many checks were returned and 
in some instances other calves were selected in their stead. 


As a result we find ourselves with but seven unsold bull calves, the oldest born January 22, 1942. 


Since the publication of the last copy, three more unborn calves have been optioned bringing that list 


up to fourteen dams. Within the past few hours that however has been somewhat changed by the 


following: 


Dunloggin Happy Mistress, fresh since last 
September is still ‘‘doing her bit.”” In her regu- 
lar test in February she milked 9%5.6-lb milk 
testing 3.81% making 3,657-lb fat. This called 
for a retest which two weeks later resulted 
in 94.7-lb milk testing 3.86% or 3.6-lb fat. In 
March on her regular test she milked 95.2-lb 
milk testing 3.386% making 3.22-lb fat. This 
called for a retest and on this she milked 95.3- 
Ib milk testing 3.79% making 3.619-lb fat. 

. and here is another ‘‘Mistress’’ that has 
just started, but looks like doing quite well. 
Dunloggin Romeo Mistress in January milked 
82.7-lb testing 4.12% making 3.411-ib fat. On 
that retest she milked 87.4-Ib milk testing 4.03% 
and making 3.53-lb fat. In March she milked 
83.5-lb milk testing 3.99% making 3.336-lb fat. 
Her recent calf has been sold to Lewis E. Hull 
of Westminster, Maryland.
